NEW WAGE-PRICE CONTROLS. 


The federal government February 
27 issued new rules on prices, wages 
and production controls, replacing 
the stopgap freeze order of Janu- 
ary 25. 

Eric Johnston, economic stabiliz- 
er, approved a ten per cent limit on 
wage increases over January 15, 
1950, levels by approving regulation 
No. 6, which had been opposed by 
the labor members of the wage sta- 
bilization board. He said in explana- 
tion: “Wages and salaries were 
frozen last January 25 at a time the 
pay of large numbers of employees 
had lagged behind the general wage 
trend and rising living costs. Regu- 
lation No. 6 provides opportunity 
for adjustments of wage and salary 
inequities arising through increases 
in the cost of living. It would allow 
increases-up to ten per cent above 
the level of January 15, 1950, with- 
out further approval of the board.” 

Other phases of the wage problem 
were recommended for further study 
and recommendation, including the 
escalator clauses in union contracts, 
annual wage increases in recognition 
of increased productivity and wage 
adjustment programs interrupted by 
the freeze. 

On the same day, Price Stabilize: 
DiSalle issued retail markup regu- 
lations, but the items covered were 
specified as clothing, bedding, floor 
coverings and furniture, although 
some other groups may be added 
later by amendment. 

The third measure was announced 
by Manly Fleischmann, national 
production administrator. This will 
grant blanket priorities to farmers, 
businessmen and institutions to help 
them obtain maintenance and repair 
parts necessary to keep their produc- 
tive facilities at full capacity. He in- 
cluded, in his statement, mention of 
retail and wholesale stores, service 
shops, farms, as well as factories, in- 
stitutions and government agencies. 

He explained “The regulation per- 
mits application of the priority rat- 
ing identified as DO-97, by business 
concerns and other institutions, 
without individual authorization by 
the NPA. Under the regulation, 
maintenance and repair purchases 
are limited to any one calendar quar- 
ter of one-fourth the firm’s dollar 








purchases for maintenance, repair 
and operating expenses in 1950. If 
this quota is too small, the firm may 
file with the NPA an application for 
an increased quota.” 





TAXING NURSERY STOCK. 


As governmental officials seek to 
increase the revenue of their respec- 
tive bodies from taxation, the as- 
sessment of nursery stock as personal 
property is likely to come to the fore 
in states where it has not hitherto 
been bothersome. 

A fair number of states exempt all 
growing crops from taxation as per- 
sonal property or merchandise. 
either in the state constitution or its 
statutes. In some states a specific en- 
actment has been passed, mention- 
ing nursery stock, to exempt it from 
such assessment. 

In some other states nursery stock 
has not been assessed as personal 
property while in the ground, either 
by ruling of the state tax commis- 
sioner or by the leniency of the tax 
assessors themselves. 

Tax assessors in urban areas can- 
not be counted upon to have the 
same attitude toward the taxation 
of growing crops as those in farming 
areas. Sooner or later one will arouse 
the nurserymen of a state by assess- 
ing a few acres of growing trees and 
shrubs at a startlingly high valua- 
tion. Then an old statute is discov- 
ered which either authorizes or tacit- 
ly permits the assessment of nursery 
stock as a growing crop. Several mid- 
western states have seen this occu 
rather recently, Indiana within a few 
months. 

The Hoosier nurserymen have 
taken prompt action, and a bill was 
introduced into the legislature earl) 
in the year which provides: “Grow- 
ing nursery stocks shall be assessed 
with the real estate until severed 
from the ground, when they shall be 
assessed as personal property. Flo- 
rists’ stocks of growing crops, when 
ready for sale as pot plants on 
benches, shall be taxed as personal 
property. No commercial planted 
and growing crops, while in the 
ground, shall be listed for taxation.” 

The nurserymen’s association in 
any state where the matter has not 
been definitely settled would do well 
to have the necessary enactment put 
through the legislature before a con- 
troversial issue is raised to make ac- 
tion more difficult. 


ASK HIGHER MAIL RATES, 


Important additions to cost wil]}, 
felt by firms doing business by mai 
if Congress responds to the requey 
of President Truman to raise posta! 
rates sharply in order to reduce th 
annual deficit of the Post Office D,. 
partment. 

On first-class mail, only the pos 
card rate would be raised, from | 
cent to 2 cents. The rate of 3 ceng 
for letters would not be changed, 

The minimum rate of 1| gy 
apiece on circulars and advertising 
matter classified as third-class maj 
likewise would be doubled. 

He suggested to Congress also thy 
the postage rate for second-clas 
mail, which includes newspapers and 
magazines, be doubled. 

In addition to these increases jy 
rates asked February 27 by th 
President, bills are already in Cop. 
gress for sharply higher rates 
parcel post and third-class mail suc 
as catalogs and the like. 


HIT ILLINOIS SALES TAX. 


The United States Supreme Coun 
has handed down a decision whic 
will affect the collection by Tllincs 
of thousands of dollars in sales taxes 
The opinion, with four justices dis 
senting, reversed a recent decision o 
the Illinois Supreme court. 

The high court ruled that sales or- 
ders sent directly to an out-of-state 
company for delivery in Illinois wer 
not subject to the Illinois retailer 
occupational tax, although the com 
pany had an office in Illinois. The 
state Supreme court had held that 
all sales, no matter how made, wer 
subject to the state occupational ta 
if the seller had an office in the state 

The decision was handed down it 
the case of the Norton Co., Worces 
ter, Mass., manufacturer of abrasiw 
tools and products. 

The majority opinion written b 
Justice Jackson and concurred inb 
Chief Justice Vinson and_ Justice 
Frankfurter, Burton and Minton 
held that, under the United State 
Constitution, Congress has th 
power to regulate interstate com 
merce and that the levy of tax @ 
interstate shipments was invalid.

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Semiautomatic Watering Devices 


For Propagating Benches

their labor costs by equipping their 
seenhouse benches for some type ol 
emiautomatic watering. At the sam 
time. they could obtain better devel- 
pment of plants, particularly a 
more compact root development (se 
fig. 1). Further, with automatic wa- 
tering, they would find it possible to 
make more profitable use of green- 
house space during the hot summe1 
months. In the Arnold Arboretum’s 
ereenhouses, we have used poultry 
fountains to equip some of ow 
benches both for the constant wate: 
vel and drip methods of semiauto- 
matic watering (see Fig. 2). 


Adequate Moisture. 


Such woody plants as Japanes 
maples, hollies, azaleas and rhodo- 
dendrons will grow well in green- 
houses during summer, provided 
they are adequately watered. Auto- 
matic watering of such plants leaves 
the grower free to perform other 
duties with the full assurance that 
his plants will not dry out. 

During the past few years, the 
author has germinated many species 
of woody plants in seed pans kept 
continually moist on a constantly 
watered greenhouse bench (2). Such 
widely separated genera as rhodo- 
dendron, berberis, fuchsia, pinus, 
sequoiadendron and buddleia germi- 
nate well and grow satisfactorily 
when they are kept continually wet. 
Since we usually cover our seed pans 
t flats with a layer of sphagnum 
moss (7) or other antibiotic mate- 
ial (2), damping-off has been no 
more troublesome than it usually is 
in surface-watered seed pans. When 
damping-off does develop, it will 
probably be of the botrytis type 
which is easily identified by the de- 
velopment of clustered spores on the 
stems of the diseased seedlings. 
Growers who produce large quan- 
ities of individual items will find 
that steel flats with perforated bot- 
toms work well on constant wate: 
evel benches. Standard wood flats 
could probably be used successfully 
i two or more 14-inch holes wer: 
cored in the bottom of each flat. I! 
these holes were fitted with burlap 
t glass wicks (5) water could then 
move upward to keep the soil suit- 


ably moist. It is quite possible that 


plugging similar holes with sphag- 
num moss, sand o1 
duce substantially similar results. 

Cuttings and transplants of rho- 
dodendrons and azaleas (see Fig. | 
respond particularly well to constant 
water level treatment. Recently pot- 
ted understocks of pinus, quercus, 
sorbus and a variety of other species 
will grow well if kept continually 
wet. With the possible exception of 
picea, the author believes that most 
of the species commonly used as pot- 
ted understocks could be successfully 
grown on a constant water level. 

Any plant which has been surface 
watered for several months will 
probably be injured when placed on 
constant water level. Surface water- 
ing apparently alters the structure of 
the soil so that air is excluded when 
the plants are constantly watered 
Although other factors 
equally important, it is probably this 
exclusion of air which leads to in- 
jured roots and consequent poor de- 
velopment of the plants. The best re- 
sults are obtained when newly potted 
or transplanted plants are surface 
watered once and then constantly 
watered during their entire growing 
period in the greenhouse. 

If a pot dries out, it must be sur- 
face watered to reestablish capillar- 
ity. Such drying out seldom occurs

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Lhe almost continual evaporation ol 
water from the soil will result in a 
deposition of mineral nutrient salts 
on its surface. This deposition ap- 
parently does not injure the plants, 
but it is good practice to drain the 
bench and surface water the plants 


about once a month. This surface 
watering will carry most of the 
mineral nutrients downward, thus 


making them available to the roots. 
Changing Systems. 


here seems to be no difficulty in 
changing from constant watering to 
surface watering, and this change 
can be made to suit the convenience 
of the grower. Plants grown with a 
constant supply of water will appar- 
ently quickly adapt themselves to the 
more rigorous conditions and _ less- 
ened water supply of field or frame. 

We have four benches equipped 
for automatic and semiautomatic 
watering by both constant water 
level and drip methods. Our first 
bench was equipped in 1947 and has 
been in continuous use ever since. 
We set it up according to the gen- 
eral method described by Seeley (6). 
The water level is maintained by a 
click-on type float valve, which is 
placed in a small tank attached to 
the side of the bench. A small pipe

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of the tank to the bottom of the 
bench. The float valve is connected 
to our regular water supply, and it is 
fully automatic. The water level in 
the bench can be raised or lowered 
by adjusting the float attached to 
the valve. 

The click-on valve with 
tank is probably the most satisfac- 
tory arrangement for maintaining a 
constant water level in greenhouse 
benches. It is, however, relatively 
expensive to install. The poultry 
fountains (see Fig. 2), on the other 
hand, are inexpensive and can be 
used as watering devices for both 
the constant water level and drip 
methods of watering. Using the con- 
stant water level method, one 5-gal- 
lon poultry fountain will adequately 
water all the small potted plants or 
seed pans which can be placed on a 
bench two and one-half feet wide 
and twenty-one feet long; that is, on 
the basis of one filling per day. On a 
bench of this size, it will use an aver- 
age of about three and one-half gal- 
lons of water daily during hot sum- 
mer weather.

Lining the Bench. 


The greenhouse benches which we 
equipped for constant level watering 
are of tile and steel construction, 
two and one-half feet wide, with 6- 
inch sides. Our click-on valve is in- 
stalled on a 24-foot bench, while our 
poultry fountain is used on a 21-foot 
bench. We first made our benches as 
level as possible, and then lined them 
with roofing paper following the 
general method of Creech (1). 


We 





used an inexpensive grade, which 
weighs about fifty-five pounds pe 
hundred square feet. The 
width is adequate for a bench two 
and one-half feet wide. Growers 
with wider benches will find it pos- 
sible to make satisfactory 
daubing the surfaces to be joined (at 
least and one-half inches in 
width) with heavy asphalt tree 
paint. The material can be riveted 
together with copper split rivets. 
When we made folds in the corners 
of the bench, we daubed the creased 
areas with heavy asphalt tree paint. 
We used a few copper tacks to attach 
the material to the sides of the bench. 
Since the bottom of our bench was 
somewhat irregular, we then added 
sufficient water to determine the 
lowest point in order to provide for 
a drain.

The Drain. 


At the lowest point, we cut a hole 
of sufficient diameter to admit a 5¢- 
inch pipe. We had our plumbe: 
solder about six inches of continu- 
ously threaded 5g-inch brass pipe to 
a 5-inch square of about '-inch 
copper sheeting. The pipe and plate 
were soldered so that the upper end 
of the pipe was about level with the 
upper surface of the plate. After the 
bench had drained, we dried the area 
around the drainage hole with an in- 
verted electric hot plate. We then 
smeared the area surrounding the 
hole with heavy asphalt tree paint, 
inserted the pipe and drew the plate 
firmly into place with a lock nut. 
Next we inserted a cork in the pipe.

Poultry Fountains. 


The poultry fountains which , 
used can be obtained easily from ay 
farm supply mail-org 
house. They are approximately foy 
teen inches in diameter and sixter: 
inches high and hold about five gg. 
lons of water. For those persons wh 
may not be familiar with these ¢ 
vices, they consist of an inner cyjp. 
der, which holds the water, and a 
outer cylinder, which must be r. 
moved when the inner cylinder 
filled. This inner cylinder, which ; 
attached to a_ shallow pan, 
equipped with a spring release valy 
which opens when the outer cylinde 
is pressed into place. Near the lowe 
edge of the outer cylinder, there js x 
air-intake hole. It is the position 
this hole in relation to the bottomo 
the pan which determines the lev 
of the water in the pan. As water i 
withdrawn from the pan, air moves 
into the cylinder and more water is 
released.

These poultry fountains can b 
quickly adapted to use in greenhous 
benches by punching a few sma 
holes around the rim of the pai 
These holes should be located wel 
below the air-intake hole in the outer 
cylinder. The average poultry fou- 
tain will probably maintain about 
three-fourths inch of water in the 
greenhouse bench. 

Before placing the fountain in th 
bench, we cut a strip of roofing pape 
about three inches wide and suff. 
ciently long to surround the pan and 
to allow a generous lap. We riveted 
the lapped ends together, cut a fev 
shallow notches in one edge and 
placed the completed band, notched 
edge down, centrally on our water: 
tight bench. We then placed th 
poultry fountain in this band and 
proceeded to fill the bench with 
crushed rock and sand. This band 
was necessary to prevent sand and 
rock from flowing into the pan

At the annual meeting of the 
Rhode Island Nurserymen’s Asso- 
ciation, held February 20 at John- 
gon’s Hummocks Grill. Providence, 
Alfred Angel, of Boulevard Nurser- 
ies, Newport, was elected president.

The nurserymen prepared a prac- 
tical home landscaping display of 
ornamentals which are readily avail- 
able to beautify any Rhode Island 
home, thus helping to promote and 
emphasize the slogan, “Plant Amer- 
ica.” 

The highlight of the day was the 
presentation of the LeRoy Thomp- 
son trophy for 4-H Club home 
grounds beautification work. It was 
presented to Horace W. Knowles, 
Jr., a student at Rhode Island State 


College. The  association’s home 
grounds beautification awards were 
given to the Little Lassies 4-H Club. 
with Mrs. Charles Henry, leader, 
for Providence county. and to the 
Cloverleaf 4-H Club, Westerly, with 
Alexander R. Gavitt, Jr., leader, for 
Washington county. A second award 
for Providence county was given the 
Oaklawn Little Elves, with Frank H.

Formulas for Insect Control. 


In a talk on “Insect Control for 
the Nurseryman,” Prof. John O.

Pepper, extension specialist in en- 
tomology, mentioned several of the 
pests likely to be troublesome on 
nursery plants and suggested mate- 
rials for control. Among those men- 
tioned were mites. Many of the con- 
trols recommended a few years ago 
are now out of the picture, and some 
of the substances which were thought 
to be effective have not always given 
good control. 

The dinitro and the phosphorus 
substances have been effective, espe- 
cially on deciduous stock. Extreme 
caution should be taken in using the

phosphorus materials such as Para. 
thion, which is quite dangerous ty 
use. Always follow the manufacty. 
directions carefully. Parathiop 
may be used in concentrations of one 
pound of fifteen per cent wettable 
powder to 100 gallons of water op 
both deciduous and evergreen stock 
There are certain new materiak 
showing promise, but these likely wil 
be available only in limited quanti. 
ties. These should be used at the fol. 
lowing strengths in 100 gallons of 
water: Aramite, one pound of fifteen 
per cent wettable powder: Dimite. 
one pint; Dow K—6451, two pounds 
of fifty per cent wettable powder, 
and EPN—300, one-half pound of 
fifty per cent wettable powder. 

European pine-tip moth is a seri- 
ous pest of most pines. One can sg. 
cure as good control over it with 
arsenate of lead as with some of the 
newer substances. The formula 
recommended by Professor Pepper 
was eight pounds of lead arsenate 
and two pints of fish oil to 100 gal- 
lons of water. Some people object to 
the odor of fish oil, and some may not 
want to put a poison on plants near 
the home. In this case, eight pounds 
of four per cent rotenone to 100 gal- 
lons of water may be used. Another 
material giving control is DDT, at 
the rate of two pounds of fifty per 
cent wettable powder to 100 gallons 
of water. The best time to apply the 
first spray is about the middle of 
June, or when the pine needles are 
about half-grown, and then give the 
second application two weeks later. 
For those who have only a few trees 
to treat for European pine-tip moth, 
hand cutting the terminals during 
the dormant season is effective. 

Root weevils, black vine weevils 
and strawberry weevils are often 
destructive. Injury to plants may be 
from the feeding of the adult weevils 
on the foliage, but the most damage 
is from the larvae feeding on the 
roots. For control of the adult, Pro- 
fessor Pepper recommended four 
pounds of lead arsenate to 100 gal- 
lons of water, while for larvae in the 
soil, he said that Chlordane was ¢f- 
fective. Chlordane may be used at 
the rate of one-half pound of fifty per 
cent wettable powder, or five pounds 
of five per cent dust, to each 1,00 
square feet of soil. 

Professor Pepper distributed mim- 
eographed tables giving the concent 
trations of insecticides for controlling 
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various pests on evergreen plants, de- 
ciduous trees and shrubs and turf, 
which are reproduced on this and 
the opposite page. 

Soil Fumigants. 


The next speaker, H. W. Ridgway, 
Mickleton, N. J., whose topic was 
“Chemical Soil Sterilization,” point- 
ed out that nematodes were the first 
gests to bring attention to the need 
ior soil fumigants. These pests are 
till one of the chief reasons for such 
weatments, although disease and 
weed seeds constitute other reasons. 

Steam is effective in controlling 
these pests, but it is not practical un- 
der outdoor field conditions. Chloro- 
sicrin, or tear gas, has been found 
to give good control, but it is ob- 
noxious to use and also is rather ex- 
gensive. Conditions for using it must 
be rather exact; that is, soil tempera- 
tures must be 60 to 70 degrees Fah- 
renheit for the chemical to be effec- 
tive. Also, it takes at least a week to 
ventilate the soil before planting. 

The next material to be used for 
wil fumigation was methy] bromide, 
and this has proved effective. It is 
now available in cans as a gas under 
pressure. It will kill all pests needed 
to be controlled. It is effective at 
a soil temperature of 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit. In fumigating soil with 
methyl bromide, the soil must be 
tightly covered and the methyl 
bromide gas introduced through a 
gecial applicator tube into troughs. 
The troughs should be placed at in- 
tervals of twenty feet. Although 
methyl bromide is about as expensive 
as tear gas, it clears from the soil 
in about half the time. It is available 
as Dowfume MC-2. 

Another material for soil sterili- 
ation is dichloropropene. This is 
available as Dowfume-N and is much 
cheaper to apply than methyl 
bromide. However, it takes two 
weeks or longer to clear out of the 
wil, and it is very corrosive. 

A newer fumigating material is 
tthylene dibromide, which is avail- 
able both as Dowfume W-85 and 
Dowfume W-40, the difference being 
in the concentration of the chemical. 
This material clears out of the soil 
quickly and is economical to use. 
The condition of the soil is important 
lor effective results. The soil must be 
tree of trash, have no large clods and 
have moisture content about the 
‘ame as for planting. The tempera- 
ture should be relatively high; the 
higher, the better, except the fumes 
will escape more rapidly at the 
ligher temperatures. After the fumi- 
sant is applied, it is desirable to go

He mentioned the short course for 
nurserymen held last September 
at Ontario Agricultural College, 
Guelph, Ont., which was so well re- 
ceived, and also said that the co- 
operative buying of supplies by the 
association was proving successful. 

He warned members that the 
problem facing them was to maintain 
production despite the shortage of 
labor. The demand for nursery prod- 
ucts continues to be great, and the 
defense program is drawing 0” all 
available labor. He recommended 
laborsaving devices and_ greater

mechanization as means to meet the 
production problem. 

The report of the secretary-treas- 
urer, J. R. Burns, Ottawa, Ont., like- 
wise stressed that the problem of to- 
day was one of productivity, not just 
production. He also presented data 
recently released by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, Ottawa, Ont., 
regarding wholesale sales of fruit and 
ornamental nursery stock. For the 
twelve months ended May 31, 1950, 
sales amounted to $1,929,000, an in- 
crease of thirty-three per cent over 
the same period in 1949. For the 
calendar year of 1950, dollar imports 
of nursery stock and bulbs increased 
twenty per cent over the year before. 
A: considerable physical volume in- 
crease was shown in bushes, roots 
and vines, while a small decrease was 
evident in fruit trees n.o.p. 

Mr. Burns then outlined the serv- 
ices offered by the association. A 
news-letter is mailed monthly to 
members. Information concerning 
freight and express rates and co- 
operative buying is offered. Negotia- 
tions are going on with the Canadian 
National Exhibition, Toronto, in 
order to improve display conditions 
for nurserymen. The research report 
published by the Canadian Horticul- 
tural Council has been made avail- 
able to industry. The third annual 
short course for nurserymen was held 
at Guelph last fall, and plans are 
being made to hold the next course 
in August, with one day of the pro- 
gram at Ontario Agricultural College 
and the other at a nursery. 

The secretary reported on two 
resolutions that were passed at the 
1950 convention. The first resolution, 
dealing with the distribution of nurs- 
ery stock, has resulted in a satisfac- 
tory restriction of the sale of nursery 
stock to the public from both the 
Ontario and Dominion governments. 
The second resolution, regarding 
plant clearance at Sarnia, resulted in 
a man’s being placed at Sarnia by 
Dominion officials. But as little stock 
came through, the service was cur- 
tailed. 

Reports from the various commit- 
tees concluded the morning sessions. 
The report of the membership chair- 
man, William Hogle, caused consid- 
erable discussion when he recom- 
mended that the association increase 
its activity by hiring a full-time secre- 
tary and also hold group meetings 
for members in various localities. A

Plants at Dominion Arboretum, 


At the general session in the afte, 
noon, President Aitken welcomed ty 
members and guests and called Upor 
C. P. Graham to open the segsign 
Mr. Graham spoke a few wonrds » 
the nurserymen and urged them y 
give their support to research. 

The first speaker of the afternog 
was A. R. Buckley, assistant curate 
Dominion Arboretum, Central ¢. 
perimental farm, Ottawa, Ont. With 
the aid of colored lantern slides, hy 
discussed “The Trees and Shmni 
Hardy at the Dominion Arboretum” 
This was established in 1886 in orde; 
that plants of all kinds could & 
brought together from different part 
of the world and tested for their 
hardiness in that region. In the fir: 
ten years, 3,000 different species and 
varieties of trees and shrubs alow 
had been planted on the sixty-five 
acres. The collection provides no 
only data on hardiness but serves x 
a source of material for plant r. 
search workers and those engaged in 
the development of new plants. Th 
slides were largely of plants that ar 
relatively unknown; yet, in Mr 
Buckley’s opinion, these plants ar 
worth a more meritorious distinction 
than that of merely forming a part 
of the arboretum collection. 

Among the deciduous trees, he 
described the Mono maple, Acer 
pictum mono, as admirably adapted 
to planting in small gardens. Of the 
eleven varieties of Norway maples 
he regarded Acer platanoides cucul- 
latum as the oddest. He named Acer 
columnare as the most useful, but 
said that even more desirable is the 
columnar form of the sugar maple 
Acer saccharum monumentale. The 
variety leopoldi of the plane tree he 
considered a useful variegated shrub 
The common horse chestnut does net 
thrive at Ottawa, but two hard 
fruiting species which he recom 
mended were Aesculus glabra an¢ 
Aesculus octandre. One of the most 
striking birches shown was the nve 
birch, Betula nigra. Of the catalpas 
he regarded the Chinese catalpa ® 
the most reliable. Growing well at the 
arboretum, but reaching its northern 
limits a few miles north of Ottawa 
is the hackberry, a tree rivaling the

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The Best in Taxus 


By L. C. Chadwick 


In Ohio and similar climatic re- 
sons, I am sure we are perfectly 
afe in making the statement that 
the taxus is the best medium and 
mall-growing evergreen that we 
have. We should, however, have to 
modify that statement in Minnesota 
and adjacent states, because I am 
wre that a good many of the taxus 
that we grow in Ohio are not per- 
fectly hardy there. The list that I 
have prepared is to be taken as an 
indication of what might work in 
that region. 

This discussion will emphasize 
the fact that we have a lot of types. 
Some of them are much better than 
others, and I hope to provide infor- 
mation about some of the best types. 

In the “Manual of Cultivated 
Trees and Shrubs” you will find list- 
ed seven species of taxus and about 
twenty-three varieties. Of those sev- 
en species, at least five are grown in 
our region. These five are Taxus bac- 
cata. Taxus canadensia, Taxus cus- 
pidata, Taxus hunnewelliana and 
Taxus media. 

Several years ago we became 
much interested in the taxus pri- 
marily because of the exceedingly 
lage number of types, forms and 
varieties that were appearing in the 
trade. In the fall of 1941 a project 
was developed through the coopera- 
tion of the Ohio agricultural experi- 
ment station, the department of hor- 
ticulture at Ohio State University 
and the Ohio Nurserymen’s Associ- 
ation. The purpose was to collect, as 
far as we could, all the known varie- 
ties of taxus and plant them in a 
uniform collection in order to study 
their growth habits, adaptability to 
our climate hardiness and general 
satisfaction. It was also our hope 
that we could perhaps correct some 
of the misnomers as far as the names 
are concerned. We also had in the 
back of our minds the possibility that 
we could come up with some definite 
recommendations as to what consti- 
tuted the best in taxus. 


We have not accomplished all of 
those objectives so far. In our plan- 
lation at the Ohio agricultural ex- 
periment station we have approxi- 
mately 450 plants of taxus which 
represent about ninety-six different

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plants in our collection; two, discus- 
sions and correspondence I have 
had with various nurserymen and 
landscape gardeners; three, a survey 
conducted just before the American 
Association of Nurserymen meeting 
last summer. 

The list of the best in taxus should 
not be considered as static. It will 
change as our experience and obser- 
vation increase. I am certain that it 
will change according to locality. 

The list is compiled first on the 
basis of size and then subdivided into 
categories depending upon the habit 
of growth. Such a list should not be 
compiled entirely upon the land- 
scape value of the plant. Nursery- 
men are concerned with the produc- 
tion of these plants and also their 
sale. These two factors must be con- 
sidered in the compilation of such a 
list, as well as the actual landscape 
value of the plants. 

The following comments were 
made to accompany color slides of 
taxus in the Ohio test collection. All 
of the plants there were planted in 
either the spring or the fall of 1942. 
All are growing in sod. They have 
been pruned just slightly on two oc- 
casions since they were planted, and 
then only a. little to even them up. 
They purposely have not been 
pruned heavily, because we wanted 
these plants to show their natural 
growth habit. 


Canada Yew. 


Taxus canadensis, Canada yew, is 
not recommended for general land- 
scape planting. It is included because 
it is the only creeping taxus. As a 
plant for a moist, shady situation, 
for naturalistic planting, the Canada 
yew is quite satisfactory. In partial 
shade it will, of course, spread out 
and creep more than if grown in full 
sun. It is not unusual to find plants 
that are twelve or fifteen feet 
across. 

Low-spreading Type. 

In the next category are the low 
types, from one to four feet high. 
The selected variety of spreading 
type with drooping branchlets is 
Taxus baccata  repandens, the 
spreading English yew. In our terri- 
tory it is one of the best low ever- 
greens. The spreading English yew 
is rounded and somewhat flat- 
topped in its habit of growth. It pos- 
sesses drooping branchlets. The 
leaves are dark green, and the plant 
fills up well. It is considered as being 
slightly tender, but at Wooster, over 
the past nine years, it has been 
hardy. In our most severe winter 
there was only slight foliage burn, 


which was not at all serious. The 
growth rate is slow to medium. I sug- 
gest that this plant be used in partial 
shade and somewhat protected situ- 
ations. 


Dwarf Rounded Types. 


Taxus cuspidata densa, the cush- 
ion Japanese yew, we classify under 
dwarf, compact, rounded or globose 
types. It is a plant that will become 
four or five feet in height and, 
roughly, the same spread. It is 
slightly broader than high. It has 
very dark green foliage. One of the 
most attractive dwarf types that we 
have, it is exceedingly slow-growing. 
After about nine years, from a plant 
ten to twelve inches high, our speci-

men is not over fifteen inches high 
at the present time. I have frequent- 
ly raised the question whether or not 
nurserymen can grow it profitably. 
Taxus cuspidata densa is an excel- 
lent landscape plant, but not one 
that nurserymen can make much 
money growing. 

Two others we have not exactly 
classified in respect to size and shape, 
though so far they give all appear- 
ances of being in the dwarf, compact, 
rounded or globose group. The first 
is Taxus cuspidata intermedia. Our 
specimen was sent us by the D. Hill 
Nursery Co. as a plant about eight- 
een inches high. After about eight 
years it is practically two feet high. 
Again, it is a very slow grower but 
an excellent dwarf, rounded, com- 
pact type. 

There are a good many of these 
intermediate forms, and they vary 
in their habit of growth. Another 
Taxus cuspidata intermedia came to 
us from Mike Sebian. The needles 
are more whorled than those on the 
Hill type. If you are seeking in a 
dwarf, compact, rounded, informal 
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type, with more informality than the 
Hill type, then this is the answer, | [ 
your problem. ; 


Dwarf Fiat-top Types. 


In the group composing the dwayi 
compact, flat-top types, Taxus oy. 
pidata nana, the dwarf Japang 
yew, is known to all. Our obser, 
tion of old plants has definite 
proved to us that the dwarf Japaneg 
yew is a flat-top form. The largey 
specimens I have seen measure) 
about four to four and one-half fee 
high and approximately twelve » 
fifteen feet across. That is characte. 
istic of the habit of growth of th 
variety, a plant about three times x 
broad as high. 

While the dwarf Japanese yey 
has been popular with the trade. } 
has had some criticisms. One is thy 
the foliage seems to have a litte 
yellowish cast. That is particular) 
true when soil drainage is poor, | 
have noticed in our planting and 
throughout Ohio that it is subject to 
late frost injury. The young growth 
is produced rather early on this va- 
riety, and, if there is a late frost, the 
plant is likely to be injured. 

In the survey conducted before 
the A. A. N. convention there were 
more favorable votes for the dwar! 
Japanese yew than other taxus on 
the list. It is a good type, but keep 
in mind that it does not have » 
good color as some other forms and 
that it needs excellent drainage 
Our observation has been that this 
variety is primarily a male form. In 
other words, it does not set fruit. 

A newcomer to the trade, and | 
think in many respects better than 
the dwarf Japanese yew, is Taxus 
media wardi, the Ward Anglojap 
yew. Formerly this was classified 
with the rounded, globose forms, but 
now I feel it should be in the fiat-

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Plant Notes Here and There 


The poppy family has attracted 
many kinds of humans, including the 
narcotic addict and the man of 
medicine (bloodroot, for instance) 
and, of course, the gardener. The 
gardener has found much good ma- 
terial in this family. At the moment 
we are not interested in the true pop- 
pies, however worthy they may be, 
but rather let us examine a few of 
the poppy’s relatives, commencing 
with our most spectacular native, 
Romneya coulteri. 


Romneya Coulteri. 


Known as the matilija poppy of 
California, R. coulteri was long 
thought to be too tender for our east- 
ern climate, though a few adventur- 
ous souls have from time to time 
shown that it is far hardier than is 
generally supposed. This supposed 
tenderness alone would have pre- 
vented its wide distribution in east- 
ern gardens, but add to that a repu- 
tation, often deserved, of being dif- 
ficult to transplant, and one can un- 
derstand why its popularity has 
made little headway. 

I speak from observation alone 
when I say that the plant could no 
doubt be grown in all except the 
coldest parts of the country, and it 
might survive even in cold sections if 
grown in well protected spots. In 
any case, it has been successfully cul- 
tivated for years at latitude 45 in 
northern Michigan, growing in grace 
and beauty from year to year. 

The fortune of the matilija poppy 
lies in its flowers, and what a fortune 
that is! Immense flowers of pure 
white, resembling crinkled silk, and 
of a delicate fragrance make only the 
single Moutan peonies of comparable 
spectacular beauty in flowers of that 
class. 

Unfortunately, romneya is diffi- 
cult to transplant, as are so many 
poppies and their cousins. I have 
been to some pains to find out from 
the few growers and gardeners who 
have handled the plant what they 
consider the correct procedure. The 
following seems to be the consensus: 
If you commence with seeds, be sure 
they are fresh and sow them imme- 
diately. Even then be prepared to be 
patient, because they are uncertain 
and slow. Better yet, some say, is to 
propagate from suckers. In any case, 
move the plants in early spring be- 
fore growth commences, cutting 
back to the ground. So it seems to

me that the plant is a natural for 
the neighborhood grower in sections 
where it is hardy. 

Other Poppy Cousins. 

The only true shrub in the poppy 
family, the California dendromecon, 
may be disposed of in a few words 
by saying that I do not know it and 
do not know of anyone in the east 
who has grown it successfully. It is 
said to grow to ten feet in height, 
with bright yeliow flowers to three 
inches in diameter. 

The nearest approach to the tree 


poppy is Hunnemannia fumariae- 
folia, a herbaceous perennial in 
warm climates and an annual in 


northern sections. Here in northern 
Michigan we sow seeds in early 
March to grow flowering plants for 
the resort trade, and the buyers are 
assured of flowers from early July 
until severe freezing weather. One of 
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the showiest of the poppy cousin: 
H. fumariaefolia, grows to two {ee 
in height, with showy yellow flower 
to three inches in diameter. 

The snow poppy, Eomecon chio. 
nantha, a Chinese poppy cousin of 
unknown hardiness, may hold poss. 
bilities for you. It was not hardy yp. 
der tests here, but is said to be hard 
in New Jersey and New York. M 
reactions to the plant are rathe 
mixed, no doubt because of its im. 
permanence here; so I shall give both 
sides of the problem from more ex. 
perienced eyes. “The Cyclopedia of 
Horticulture” says that “this plant 
is destined to no great popularity 
but interesting to lovers of hard 
borders,” while William Robinson 
considered it “a delightful plant in 
moist situations in free soil, and fulh 
exposed to the sun.” In any case, you 
can expect a plant between stv 
lophorum and blood: oot in appear.

But they do have they 
uses, such as in the wild garden, fo, 
the bog or for the streamside, ang 
one or two at least because of the 
tropical effect of their immens 
leaves. 

The best known of the twenty o 
more species, P. fragrans, which has 
accumulated a number of common 
names, including butterbur, butterfh 
dock, pestilence weed and _ winte; 
heliotrope, in its long association 
with gardeners, is also the most 
pestiferous. Many a gardener woul 
be willing to put up with its spread. 
ing habit, though, for it is one of the 
earliest sweet-smelling flowers te 
open in spring. If an unwanted spot 
in a sheltered, shaded corner js 
chosen for P. fragrans, most garden. 
ers would not object to the shower 
of pale lilac heads on 8-inch stems 
that it contributes to the early gar. 
den. When listed at all, it is quite 
likely to be as Nardosmia fragrans, 
but, although an old garden fa 
vorite, it is seldom seen in nurseries 
now. That does not mean, however, 
that it could not be sold if it were 
shown. 

The Japanese species, P. japonica, 
is the one most likely to attract at- 
tention because of its tropical ap- 
pearance, a role in which it would 
rival the gunneras if its leaves were 
more robust looking. As matters 
stand, this butterbur has plenty of 
merit to carry it along the road to 
popularity among gardeners looking 
for unusual plants. As with others of 
its kind, an early-flowering habit and 
fragrance are in its favor. The flow- 
ers, sweetly fragrant, creamy-white 
daisies in a wide corymb, surrounded 
by a- rosette of yellowish-green 
bracts, come in early spring. The 
usefulness of P. japonica as a garden 
ornament does not stop at the pass 
ing of the flowering period, however, 
for the succeeding foliage, big kid- 
ney-shaped leaves which may be a 
much as three feet across and thick 
petioles as much as five feet long un- 
der good treatment, produces a sum- 
mer-long tropical effect only compa 
rable with the gunneras. Although 
it may be grown in rather dry wood- 
land soil, where its leafstalks will not 
likely exceed two feet in length, its

Reflections on the Progress and Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 


CLIMATE CONTROL 
IN THE NURSERY. 

The promotional idea of climate 
control in home planting has been 
effective. But do we practice what 
we preach? There are many 
of applying the theory of climate 


ways 


control in the production of our 
plants. ‘The more obvious methods 
are the use of greenhouses, slat 


houses and coldframes. But there 
are subtler ways of climate control 
that we all use sporadically and hap- 
hazardly. If we studied the subject 
more thoroughly, we might find it 
analogous to our practice of soil con- 
servation. All of us use soil conserva- 
tion practices in some form or other, 
but, when a really professional study 
is made of a nursery and all the soil 
conservation practices are coordinat- 
ed to one desirable end, the results 
are vastly different. 

There are several phases of cli- 
mate control in the nursery, just as 
there are several phases of climate 
control in home planting. Among 
those for the nursery are shading, 
wind protection, frost damage pre- 
vention, moisture preservation and 
also prevention of damage from ex- 
cess moisture. 

Wind protection is one of the most 
obvious and important phases of cli- 
mate control. Wind damage may oc- 
cur in a number of ways. For in- 
stance, I have seen a large block of 
azaleas with nearly all of their leaves 
cut off by a steady wind that lifted 
fine particles of sand and incessantly 
blew them through the foliage. This 
could have been prevented. We have 
all seen the damage done by ice and 
snow in a wind. But all of these dam- 
ages can be lessened materially when 
plants protect one another. 

In the prairie states, where level 
country and strong winds create a 
real problem, I should think that not 
only the big windbreaks would be 
important but so would minor wind- 
breaks made of planned plantings of 
blocks in the nursery. Better wind 
protection might be afforded by in- 
terspersing small tender plants in 
blocks of taller-growing plants. 

The problem of shade for sun- 
tender plants is usually solved by 
erecting slat houses, yet there are 
possibilities in using shade trees for 
that purpose. In fact, some nurseries 
do plant rhododendrons and azaleas 


that way. Tree roots and too much 
shade sometimes make a problem. 
We tried planting our English box- 
wood among mimosa trees, but not 
with complete success. The plants 
did not respond evenly, for those too 
together received too much 
while others farther away did 
Those that had too 
too ten- 


close 
shade, 
not get enough. 
much shade became a little 
der to sell. 


There is considerable leeway in 
taking advantage of factors that 
would prevent frost damage. Not 


only can we avoid planting in frost 
pockets those plants likely to be 
damaged by frost, but perhaps we 
can also arrange blocks and plant- 
ings so that the cold air drains away 
from the plants, just as is suggested

PUBLIC HEARING CALLED 
ON “AREA OF PRODUCTION.” 


A public hearing will be held at 
Washington, D. C., beginning April 
2 to discuss possible revisions or 
amendments of the regulations of 
the United States Department of La- 
bor’s wage and hour and public con- 
tracts divisions defining “area of 
production.” 

The fair labor standards act—the 
federal wage-hour law—provides a 
year-around exemption from both 
the minimum wage and overtime 
pay provisions for employees en- 
gaged in certain enumerated opera- 
tions on agricultural or horticultural 
commodities and in making dairy 
products. 

Another section of the act pro- 
vides a fourteen work week exemp- 
tion from the overtime pay provi- 
sions alone for employees engaged 
in first processing of agricultural or 
horticultural commodities during 
seasonal operations. 

Exemption under these provisions 
is dependent upon whether the em- 
ployee is employed or whether the

Tree Maintenance 


By Noel Wysong 


DORMANT OIL SPRAYS. 


The wise homeowner and the 
foresighted arborist soon will be 
making arrangements to control the 
various insect pests that overwinter 
on the bark of trees and shrubs. In 
large part, the control of such in- 
sects will be accomplished by means 
of dormant oil sprays. 

The oils generally used in dor- 
mant spraying are petroleum base 
oils refined to the point that their 
U. R. (unsulphonatable residue) 
ranges from sixty-five to seventy per 
cent. The U. R. percentage, which 
is that portion of the oil that does 
not react to treatment with sulphuric 
acid, is a rough index to the toxicity 
of the oil to both insects and plants. 
Other factors being equal, the high- 
er the percentage of U. R., the less 
toxic is the oil to insects, and also 
the less likely it is to injure plants. 
Those having a U. R. of sixty-five 
to seventy per cent seem to repre- 
sent the happy medium; the maxi- 
mum number of insects will be 
killed, yet the tree, while in the dor- 
mant stage, suffers a minimum 
amount of injury. 

There are three general classes or 
types of dormant oil sprays, the mis- 
cible oils, the oil emulsions and the 
emulsifiable oils. These are sold 
under various trade names and by 
many companies. Each of the three 
types has certain advantages, but be- 
cause of ease in handling and mix- 
ing, greater stability and low water 
content, which permits storage in 
cold warehouses, the miscible oils 
often are favored. 

To control the different kinds of 
insects, the strength or concentra- 
tion of the oil spray applied is usu- 
ally specified by entomologists in 
terms of “per cent of oil,” which 
varies according to the susceptibil- 
ity of the insect. Many companies 
have charts available upon request 
in which dilution tables are included 
that list the proper amount of their 
product to use to produce sprays of 
varying percentage strength. Given 
the percentage of oil in the stock 
emulsion, which usually can be found 
on the label, the operator can, how- 
ever, calculate the amount to use 
without the manufacturer’s dilution 
table. This is done by multiplying 
the number of gallons of spray re- 
quired by the percentage of oil de- 
sired and dividing by the percentage 
of oil in the emulsion. For example, 


to make 100 gallons of a four per 
cent oil spray from a ninety-five per 
cent oil stock, multiply 100 by 4 and 
divide by 95, which gives 4.4 gallons 
of stock emulsion, to which is added 
95.6 gallons of water. 


Dormant oil sprays are used prin- 
cipally to control scale insects such 
as the oyster-shell scale, obscure 
scale, San Jose scale, scurfy scale, 
European elm scale, oak kermes 
scale and others. All of these can, 
and often do, cause severe injury to 
many species of shade trees and or- 
namental shrubs. The European red 
mite and certain other insects that 
overwinter on the bark in the egg 
stage also can be controlled more or 
less adequately by the use of dor- 
mant sprays. 

Proper timing of application and 
thoroughness of coverage are essen- 
tial to successful use of dormant 
sprays. Dormant oil sprays can be 
applied in the fall, but, since there 
appears to be greater possibility of 
injury to the plants at that season,

Cases of oil injury to trees, while 
not so common as formerly, are still 
occasionally reported.

\MERICAN NURSERYMAN 
THE DUTCH ELM DISEASE. 


With 1950 bringing discovery of 
the Dutch elm disease at Mattoon. 
Ill.; Detroit, Mich.; Windsor, Ont. 
and in a number of other previously 
uninfected areas, it is evident that 
this killer of the finest of American 
shade trees is spreading more rapid- 
ly and jumping greater distances 
from areas of infection than was be. 
lieved probable a few ago 
Since it now is quite plain that the 
disease may appear without warning 
in almost any locality where elms 
grow, and since there is some chance. 
at least, of eradicating it locally jf 
it is detected soon enough. it be. 
hooves every tree-minded person to 
know something of the symptoms of 
the Dutch elm disease and to be alert 
to report promptly any suspicious 


years 


cases. 
Symptoms. 


All of the leaves on an infected 
tree may wilt, become discolored 
and fall within the course of a few 
weeks; in other cases, wilting may 
begin on a single branch and spread 
slowly, over a_ period of | several 
months, throughout the crown. In 
the most acute, rapidly spreading 
form of the disease, the younge 
leaves of the twigs wilt first. They 
may dry out and fall while still more 
or less green in color, or they may 
become yellowish or brown. before 
dropping. Some of the dead and 
withered leaves may remain attached 
indefinitely to the branches. The tips 
of tender, succulent twigs of affected 
branches, often with a leaves 
still attached. tend to bend down- 
ward and form a typical shepherd's 
( rook. 

The more chronic form of the 
Dutch elm disease, in which the 
symptoms of wilting spread more 
slowly throughout the crown, char- 
acteristically produces one or more 
branches with vellow leaves that 
contrast sharply with the normal 
ereen foliage. Since these affected 
branches often are located near the 
top of the tree and can be seen for 
a considerable distance, they served 
to distinguish an infected or “sus- 
pect” tree in the early days of scout- 
ing for the disease and were referred 
to by the scouters as “flags.” The 
vellow leaves may remain attached 
to the branch until late in the sum- 
mer, but they usually fall consider- 
ably earlier than the rest of the fol- 
age on the tree. These bare branches 
in the crown of an elm that other- 
wise has normal foliage often serve 
to distinguish an infected tree late 
Trees that have be- 


few 


in the season 
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come infected the previous year 


often are late in leafing out in the 


spring, and the foliage may be small, 
sparse and light green in color. 

Some trees die within a few weeks 
after the first symptoms appear, 
while others live for several years. 
sradually dying from the top down- 
ward and becoming distinctly stag- 
headed. Occasionally, an infected 
tree recovers. 

The disease usually causes a 
brown discoloration of the water- 
conducting vessels in the wood of af- 
fected branches. If a branch is cut 
in two, this discoloration may be 
seen as a series of brown spots or a 
partial or complete circle in one on 
more of the annual growth rings. Ii 
the bark and possibly some of the 
sapwood is shaved away, the discol- 
oration appears as brownish, more 
or less connected streaks extending 
along the length of the branch 


Diagnosis. 


In view of these characteristic 
symptoms, it might seem that it 
would be comparatively easy to de- 
termine whether or not an ailing tree 
was afflicted with the Dutch elm dis- 
ease. Unfortunately for the amatew 
diagnostician, several other diseases 
to which elms are subject, certain 
insects, mechanical injuries and even 
adverse soil conditions may cause 
symptoms of ill-health that are simi- 
lar to those of the Dutch elm disease. 

The only method by which the 
Dutch elm disease can be identified 
beyond possibility of error is 
through laboratory technique in 
which the fungus, Ceratostomella 
ulmi, which causes the disease, is 
isolated from the wood of the “sus- 
pect” tree. 

If you have a tree that you sus- 
pect of being infected with the Dutch 
elm disease, you should proceed as 
follows: Select branches one-half 
inch or more in diameter on which 
the bark is still green and on which 
the leaves are actively wilting, are 
in the yellow color stage or have 
died recently. From these branches 
cut a half-dozen or more pieces, each 
six to eight inches long. The branch 
wood should show discoloration. 
Place these branch specimens in a 
cardboard box or a mailing tube, or 
simply wrap them securely in ordi- 
nary wrapping paper and mail to 
the plant pathologist at your state 
agricultural experiment station o1 
to the Dutch Elm Disease Identifica- 
ton Laboratory, Bureau of Ento- 
mology and Plant Quarantine, 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, 340 North Park street, East 
Orange, N. J. You should also mail

Hosts. 


All elm species as well as Species 
of the related genera zelkova an 
planera are listed by pathologists as 
hosts of the Dutch elm disease, by; 
some are much more susceptibk 
than others. The American elm, 
Ulmus americana, is highly suscepti- 
ble, while the two Asiatic species 
most often planted in this country, 
the Chinese elm, U. parvifolia, and 
the Siberian elm, U. pumila, are 
classed as being “generally resist. 
ant.” Through some freak in its 
anatomical make-up, an individual 
within a susceptible species occasion- 
ally is resistant to the disease. Dr 
Christine Buisman discovered on 
such tree in the susceptible European 
species, U. carpinifolia, and this tre: 
is now being propagated in_ the 
United States as the Christine Buis- 
man elm. 

Control. 


The fungus that causes the Dutch 
elm disease is spread through the 
activities of two species of insects, 
the native elm bark beetle and the 
smaller European elm bark beetle 
These insects breed and lay their 
eggs only in dead, dying or recenth 
cut elm wood; a tree dying from th 
effects of the Dutch elm diseas 
serves as an ideal breeding place for 
these beetles. When the adults 
emerge from infected trees, the 
sticky spores of the fungus adhere to 
their bodies and are introduced into 
healthy elms as the beetles, in feed- 
ing, chew small holes in the twig 
crotches. 

As with many other diseases being 
carried by insects, the control meas- 
ures generally advocated are direct- 
ed against the carrier rather than at 
the causal fungus. Control methods 
presently recommended by patholo- 
gists and entomologists of the United 
States Department of Agricultur 
consist of applying DDT sprays to 
healthy elms in areas where the dis- 
ease is known to be present. This 
protects the trees against feeding by 
the bark beetles and so prevents in- 
oculations with the Dutch elm dis- 
ease fungus. In Special Circular No 
80, distributed by the Ohio agricul- 
tural experiment station and the 
United States Department of Agn- 
culture, at Wooster, O.. and in othe: 
recently published leaflets dealing 
with control of the Dutch elm dis-

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reoommended. Of course, spraying 
to protect trees against the disease 
in areas many miles distant from 
any known infected elm is not advo- 
cated. Elm bark beetles are said to 
be able to fly several miles; certainly 
valuable elms within the flight range 
of beetles from a known diseased 
tree should be sprayed. 

Several organizations and research 
agencies have been conducting ex- 
periments involving injections of 
chemicals into the soil and into the 
trunk of the tree in an effort to con- 
trol the fungus. In some cases consid- 
erable success has been claimed; 
others have been reported as failures. 

Since the disease-carrying beetles 
breed and spend much of their lives 
in dead, dying or recently cut elms, 
it is a long step forward in control- 
ling the spread of the disease if dead 
and dying elms are promptly re- 
moved and the wood is destroyed by 
burning or made uninhabitable by 
spraying all bark surfaces with a so- 
lution of DDT in No. 2 fuel oil. 
Prompt removal of dead and dying 
elms will help reduce the beetle pop- 
ulation, retard spread of the disease, 
and, in areas where the beetles are 
hot yet present, may serve to pre- 
vent them from becoming estab- 
lished.

actual freezing. For azaleas, ); 
Foret advised careful handling ang 
cautious waiting before pruning, as 
bark splitting is sometimes less serj- 
ous than anticipated. 

Cosmo Crusta, whose experience 
dates through many freezing winters, 
gave tips on pruning of ornamental 
outdoor palms. His suggestion was 
to leave intact the uppermost circle 
of dead leaves on the plant to serve 
support for the tender new 
fronds as they appear later in the 
season.

William Green, rose specialist and 
nurseryman, died February 17 at 
Woodbridge, Ont. He was 87 years 
old. 

Born at London, England, in 1864, 
he worked for some of the large 
erowers in the London area when 
a youth.

Akebia Quinata. 

Akebia quinata, the fiveleaf ake- 
bia, is a semievergreen vine that 
should be used more frequently in 
landscape plantings. It is an attrac- 
tive foliage vine, climbing by twin- 
ing to a height of thirty to forty 
feet. 

The plant is a native of central 
China, Korea and Japan and was in- 
troduced in 1845. The generic name 
comes from the word “Akebi,” its 
Japanese name. The specific name, 
quinata, means “in fives” and refers 
to the leaf type. 

The leaves are composed of five 
leaflets, about one to two inches in 
length. They are dark green, semi- 
evergreen and of a somewhat leath- 
ery texture. The leaves are entire, 
with an emarginate tip and with a 
slaucous condition beneath. 

The fragrant flowers are small and 
usually are so well hidden by the 
foliage that their ornamental value 
is not outstanding. The male and fe- 
male flowers are borne separately on 
the same plant. The pistillate flowers 
are purplish-brown, about one inch 
across. The staminate flowers are 
about half that size and rosy-purple 
in color, two to three inches long, 
but are not produced abundantly. 
Akebia is not particular as to its 
soil requirements, doing well in any 
good soil. It tolerates either sun o1 
shade, making a more vigorous 
growth in partial to deep shade. 
Often growth is slow when it is first 
transplanted, but once it becomes es- 
tablished, it will grow rapidly under 
favorable conditions. When used as 
a ground cover, it may spread so 
rapidly that it becomes a pest. It is 
not seriously attacked by any pests 
in our territory. Propagation is by 
seeds, 

Akebia quinata makes an excel- 
lent, dainty, semievergreen vine for 
porches and arbors where a light 
shade is desired. It is one of our best 
vines for training on downspouts. If 
necessary, it can be cut to the ground, 
provided it has become well estab- 
lished, and it will grow back-rapidly. 
It will make a good ground cover for 
shaded areas, providing it can be 
kept within bounds and its climbing 
on other plants is not obje ctionable.

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Michigan Landscape Meet 


By F. L. O'Rourke 


The third annual conference of 
the Landscape Association of Michi- 
gan was held at Detroit, February 
15. President George Young opened 
the session by welcoming members 
and guests. He commented on the 
growth of this landscape group from 
its inception in the spring of 1932 to 
its relatively large membership of 
today. He stated that the prime ob- 
jective of the association was to pro- 
mote friendliness and helpfulness be- 
tween those engaged in the garden- 
ing industry. The annual education- 
al program planned with the help of 
Michigan State College was just one 
of the services offered to the mem- 
bers of the association. Mr. Young 
then introduced Prof. F. L. (Steve 
O’Rourke, of Michigan State Col- 
lege, East Lansing, who presided 
over the educational part of the pro- 
gram. 

“Hardy Chrysanthemums” was 
the subject discussed by Truman 
Hendershot, of Hidden Lake Gar- 
dens. He indicated that plants grown 
from cuttings usually pre- 
ferred to those from divisions. The 
soil should be well prepared and 
some humus product added if the 
organic matter is low. Five pounds 
of superphosphate to 100 square feet 
of bed should be applied when the 
bed is prepared. Another applica- 
tion or a complete fertilizer may be 
given when the buds are first 
forming. Plants should be kept 
pinched back to induce shoot forma- 
tion and prevent spindling. Water 
should be applied only when plants 
start to wilt, but then in generous 
quantities. Winter mulch should be 
of a light material, such as boughs 
of evergreens, and should not be ap- 
plied until after the ground is frozen. 
A well drained site is essential to 
carry the plants over the winter suc- 
cessfully. 

Miss Gerry King, garden editor 
of the Detroit News, discussed some 
of the problems concerning the gar- 
den page of a large metropolitan 
daily. Her job is one of liaison be- 
tween the technical experts in horti- 
culture and the general public, which 
constantly seeks advice by telephone 
and mail. 

Mrs. Isabel Zucker, garden editor 
of the Detroit Times, told how she 
interpreted subjects of garden inter- 
est from technical journals so that 
they became understandable to the 
public. She showed a number of 


were 





journals published in the gardening 
field which she receives from many 
countries, including Australia, South 
Africa and the Orient. 

Walter I. Meyers, chief of the sec- 
tion of horticulture and forestry of 
the Detroit department of parks and 
recreation, spoke on “The Status of 
the Dutch Elm Disease in Michi- 
gan.” He stated that several trees 
across the Detroit river, at Windsor, 
Ont., were found to be infected in 
July, 1950. The Detroit park depart- 
ment surveyed 7,000 city blocks dur- 
ing the summer and found eleven 
trees infected. These were immedi- 
ately taken down and burned, and 
the surrounding area was sprayed 
with DDT to control the scolytus 
beetles, which spread the disease 
from tree to tree. Mr. Meyers stated 
that a state-wide program had been 
instituted to combat the disease, and 
part of his department’s job has been 
to prevent hysteria on the part of 
the public. Mr. Meyers said that the 
park department was still planting 
American elms because it

more than one inch deep in some 
areas. ; 

The amount of water available to 
the plants is substantially dependent 
upon the height of the capillary col- 
umns, or in other words, the vertical 
distance between the upper surface 
of the water in the bench and the 
upper surface of the soil. It is, there- 
fore, even more important to level 
this crushed rock than to level the 
bench itself. 

When the crushed rock had been 
leveled, one inch of coarse sand was 
added and likewise leveled in water. 
The water level was then lowered to 
about three-fourths inch. At this 
point the poultry fountain began to 
supply water. The drain was then 
corked, and the bench was consid- 
ered ready for the plants. 


Placing the Plants. 


If a whole bench can be filled at 
one time, the water level can be 
temporarily raised until it practical- 
ly coincides with the level of the 
sand (6). If this is done, recently 
transplanted plants can be moistened 
adequately and capillary movement 
probably established without an ini- 
tial surface watering. If, however, 
small lots of plants are to be added 
at different times, it is more satis- 
factory to maintain the normal wa- 
ter level and to surface water the 
plants once after they are placed on 
the bench. 

It is desirable that the soil level 
be about equal in all the containers 
placed on one bench. The water level 
should be maintained in the range of 
one to one and one-half inches below 
the bottoms of the containers. With 
the water level maintained in this 
manner, the soil should be about 
three and one-half inches deep in 
the containers. Such a soil depth will 
provide for approximately five 
inches between water and soil levels.

standard pots, roots have been in- 
jured and growth has been unsatis- 
factory. In our conditions, such shal- 
low containers would probably re- 
quire a special bench to which suf- 
ficient sand had been added to pro- 
vide an approximately 5-inch rise 
between soil and water levels. We 
have had no extensive experience 
with containers more than four 
inches deep. Such containers may 
require additional sand and plung- 
ing (6). We use no drainage in our 
containers, and we have not found it 
necessary to plunge any of the sizes 
which we have used. Firm pressing 
on the moist surface of the sand is 
sufficient to establish capillarity. 
Soils. 


Both soils and soil substitutes (3 
can be adequately watered by the 
constant water level method. Most 
potting soils contain sufficient sand 
to insure good capillarity. Heavy 
clay soils would probably be less sat- 
isfactory. Soil for seeds can be sur- 
faced with antibiotic materials such 
as sphagnum moss. Of the several 
antibiotics which we have used 
only sawdust has failed to conduct 
water satisfactorily. 


Drip Method. 


The drip method works best on a 
slightly sloping bench with a poultry 
fountain or other watering device 
(1) located at the high end. The 
bench should be waterproofed and 
covered with about one inch of sand. 
It is not necessary for this sand to 
be perfectly level. We have found 
that one 5-gallon poultry fountain is 
sufficient for a bench three feet wide 
and about thirty feet long (based on 
one filling per day). The water 
trickles slowly down the bench, wa- 
tering the plants as it goes. The ex- 
cess flows off at the lower end. We 
find this method most useful in our 
cold houses, and we have begun to 
experiment with it in an outdoor 
frame with a waterproofed bottom. 
In certain types of soil, it might be 
possible to water satisfactorily with- 
out waterproofing (4). 


Conclusion. 


The constant water level method 
of watering is satisfactory for many 
of the plants commonly grown by 
nurserymen. It saves labor (1, 6 
and keeps the roots of potted plants 
in the pot. The continual evapora- 
tion of water from the soil surface 
helps to maintain high relative hu- 
midity, especially near the plants. 


This factor is important during hot 
summer weather.

In addition to its general useful- 
ness, we find it particularly expedi- 
ent to produce seedlings of erica- 
ceous plants, including many rhodo- 
dendrons and azaleas, on our con- 
stant water level greenhouse benches. 
We sow seeds in February and trans- 
plant into pots or bands in May or 
June after our spring planting rush 
is over. By late autumn these seed- 
lings will develop into sturdy plants 
ready for frames or nursery beds the 
following spring. We usually winter 
them in a cold house, although a 
protected frame would probably do 
equally well. The practicability of 
semiautomatic watering in other es- 
tablishments will depend upon the 
production program of the individ- 
ual grower and the facilities avail- 
able.

Book Reviews 


CAMELLIAS AND CULTURE. 


The popularity of camellias in re- 
cent years, both for cut flowers and 
for garden planting in the south, 
gives additional value to “Camellias, 
Kinds and Culture,” by Dr. H. Har- 
old Hume, a companion volume to 
“Azaleas, Kinds and Culture,” the 
two books covering in greater meas- 
ure and detail the subjects dealt 
with by this author in a small vol- 
ume, “Azaleas and Camellias,” twen- 
ty years ago. 

Dr. Hume, long recognized as an 
authority on horticulture in the 
south, has met the inquiries and 
problems of camellia growers in this 
new book. After introductory chap- 
ters on camellia geography and his- 
tory, appears a series of chapters 
having to do with their nomencla- 
ture. Of these, the first is on camel- 
lia botany, another on classifications, 
one devoted to descriptions of ja- 
ponica varieties and another to 
sasanqua varieties, while still an- 
other takes up miscellaneous camel- 
lias. A chapter on naming camellia 
varieties throws some light on the 
confusion in this respect. 

The latter half of the book is de- 
voted to the cultural requirements, 
successive chapters discussing propa- 
gating, soils, planting, fertilizing. 
culture, pruning and training, gar- 
den use, pot and greenhouse culture, 
diseases and insect pests. Precise in- 
structions and definite data make 
the book valuable to the camellia 
grower. 

The book contains many illustra- 
tions in black and white, and eight 
varieties are pictured in full color. 
Published by the Macmillan Co., the 
book is priced at $6 until April 1 
and at $6.50 thereafter. 


“DECIDUOUS ORCHARDS.” 


A second edition of “Deciduous 
Orchards,” by William Henry 
Chandler, professor emeritus of hor- 
ticulture at the University of Cali- 
fornia, brings up to date this practi- 
cal textbook dealing with physiology 
of deciduous species of plants grown 
for their fruits. Containing 113 illus- 
trations in its 436 pages, this book 
has just been published by Lea & 
Febiger, Philadelphia, at $6.50. 

Written for the student taking ad- 
vanced courses in horticulture, the 
text presents a wealth of knowledge 
helpful in solving orchard problems 
other than those of disease and in- 
sect control and of economics. The 


book is divided into four sections. 
The first is devoted to the general 
nature, structure and processes of 
deciduous trees and their fruits; the 
second to environmental features of 
orchards; the third to propagation, 
transplanting and pruning of or- 
chard trees, and the fourth to the 
various species of pome fruits, stone 
fruits and other deciduous fruit trees, 
their structure, responses and rela- 
tionship to each other. 


JOHN INNES COMPOSTS. 

“Seed and Potting Composts,” by 
W. J. C. Lawrence and J. Newell, 
is not, as the title might imply, a 
book about all kinds of composts; 
rather, it concerns two, the John

SHADE TREE PROCEEDINGS. 


Combined proceedings of the 
twenty-sixth National Shade Tree 
Conference, held last August at Syra- 
cuse, N. Y., and of the seventeenth 
Western chapter meeting of the Na- 
tional Shade Tree Conference, held 
last May at Long Beach, Calif., have 
been published in a 310-page, paper- 
bound book and mailed to members. 
In addition to the verbatim proceed- 
ings, edited by Paul E. Tilford, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the National Ar- 
borist Association, the book con- 
tains a complete membership list and 
some advertisements. 


“TREE PLANTERS’ NOTES.” 


The first number of “Tree Plant- 
ers’ Notes,” a publication for nurs- 
erymen and planters of forests and 
shelterbelts, was issued recently by 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture. This new publication 
will present news and articles of 
value to forest tree nurserymen and 
planters covering all pertinent mat- 
ters of seed collection, nursery opera- 
tion, field planting, survival studies 
and other items of general interest. 

It is intended that the material 
published wiil be obtained from the 
tree growers themselves—‘“from the 
men doing the ‘dirty hands’ jobs in 
the nursery, the forest and the re- 
search laboratories.” Material is re- 
quested from anyone who has infor- 
mation or ideas of value and is to be 
solicited from individuals known to 
have performed specific jobs of soil 
treating, machine designing or some- 
thing else worthy of passing along to 
fellow nurserymen. 


All persons engaged in reforesta- 
tion or shelterbelt work, or in some 
allied field, are invited to contribute 
material for publication in “Tree 
Planters’ Notes.” Individuals whose 
work is not yet in final form are in- 
vited to indicate what work they are 
now performing. 

The initial issue of “Tree Plant- 
ers’ Notes” contains a directory of 
the forest tree nurseries of the United 
States compiled from sources nor- 
mally available to the United States 
Forest Service. The directory lists by 
states the names, locations, owner- 
ships, the name of the resident nurs- 
eryman, the capacity and the 1949 
fiscal year production figures of 115 
state and federal nurseries; nine pa- 
per, pulp, lumber and land compa-

over the soil with a roller or drag as 
soon as possible to pack it and hold 
in the fumes. Ethylene dibromide 
may be applied by the plow method 
or the cultivator method. It should 
be applied at 10-inch intervals to a 
depth of six inches, and it should be 
evenly distributed. Excellent control 
of soil pests should continue for one 
year with this material, and partial 
control will last even longer. 

In all soil treatments, Mr. Ridg- 
way warned against reinfecting the 
sil by carrying soil from an untreat- 
ed area on one’s shoes, by soil wash- 
ing or by bringing in new plants, es- 
pecially from the south. 

Plant Identification. 


“Identification of Plants” was the 
subject of a discussion by R. P. 
Meahl, professor of ornamental hor- 
ticulture, Pennsylvania State College. 
He explained the method of making 
and using keys by which plants may 
be identified. Essentially, the method 
is to choose two opposing character- 
istics, such as opposite leaves and al- 
ternate leaves, or entire leaves and 
not entire leaves, and then divide 
the plants into these groups accord- 
ing to how they meet these character- 
istics. By continuing to select oppos- 
ing characteristics, a whole group 
of plants can be narrowed until a 
single plant fits the situation. It is 
thus identified. 

A limited key for evergreens and 
a number of specimens were dis- 
tributed to the nurserymen, who then 
used the key to identify the speci- 
mens. 

In the evening Professor Meahl led 
a discussion on plant materials. 
Many nurserymen have indicated a 
desire to secure Kodachrome slides 
of various plants as an aid in selling. 
The department of horticulture of 
Pennsylvania State College has made 
some of its collection available for 
duplication, and a number of these 
were shown. The plan is to have as 
many duplicates made of each slide 
a are wanted, with a small charge 
to cover the expense of duplication 
and handling. 


Winter Injury. 
The first talk on Wednesday was 
on “Winter Injury of Nursery 


Plants,” by L. D. Little, Jr., instruc- 
tor in ornamental horticulture at 
Pennsylvania State College. He ex- 
plained the various ways in which a 
plant may be injured by low tem- 
peratures and other conditions often 
prevalent in the winter. Among the

Contributing factors to winter jp. 
jury may be late cultivation, whig 
may stimulate late growth on plans 
or may allow the soil to dry ty 
much before winter.

Lack of mulch, exposure or imprope 
planting, especially in the fall, my 
result in injury. 

The signs of winter injury may 
brown or dead branches in the spring 
or loosened bark on the stems. Lay 
frosts in the spring may kill all th 
new growth, or early frosts in th 
fall may severely injure unripene 
wood. Frost cracks on larger tres 
often appear in winter during period 
of intense cold following wam 
spells. These longitudinal cracks is 
the wood are caused by freezing o 
the outer cells and consequent con- 
traction while the inner cells are sti 
relatively warm and uncontracted 
The unequal strain causes the split 
When the reverse weather condition 
occur, that is, cold periods followed 
by warm ones, the outer cells wam 
up faster than the inner cells, and 
again cell tissue ruptures. In this cas 
the split is along the annual rings and 
is not so noticeable externally. 


The nurseryman generally has lit 
tle control over the conditions caus- 
ing winter injury, but he should fol 
low practices which will insure keep- 
ing plants in the best possible cond- 
tion. This means maintaining a wel 
drained soil, applying fertilizer at the 
proper time, planting properly and 
locating plants favorably. Mam 
plants may show winter injury when 
planted in a windy spot, but suffer 
no damage when placed where strong 
winds do not strike them. Plants 0 
doubtful hardiness should never & 
placed in exposed areas. 


When injury occurs, about all that 
can be done is to prune out injure 
or dead portions in the spring alte 
growth has started.

Lawn Making. 


H. B. Musser, professor of agron- 
omy at Pennsylvania State College, 
had as his topic “Making and Reno- 
vating Lawns,” but he confined his 
remarks to the making of new lawns 
because of the intense interest in and 
the number of questions on that sub- 
ject. He said that good drainage is 
important and must be established 
first. The second item of consequence 
is the topsoil. Often topsoil is not 
present, but rather the subsoil is 
spread on top. One must decide 
whether to bring in topsoil, which 
often may be of poor quality, or try 
to build the subsoil into a medium 
for growing good turf. 

The soil structure is an important 
consideration. A soil is thought to be 
in best condition when it contains 
fifty per cent solid material, twenty- 
five per cent available water and 
twenty-five per cent air possibilities. 
For good quality, the solid particles 
must be grouped in granules. The 
question then is, can the subsoil be 
made into good structure? If it can, 
there is no need to bring in topsoil, 
for it is possible to add needed nu- 
trients by fertilization. 

Organic material is the substance 
needed to improve the structure or 
physical properties. The addition of 
five to ten per cent by volume, de- 
pending on the type of subsoil, will 
do a satisfactory job. For 1,000 
square feet of area to a depth of six 
inches, there would be 500 cubic feet. 
If ten per cent organic material is 
to be added, then fifty cubic feet, or 
about two cubic yards, would be 
needed. The best type of organic ma- 
terial to us¢, according to Professor 
Musser is a reed or sedge peat, some- 
times called humus, which comes 
loose or in bulk. This type of peat 
should not be confused with baled 
granulated peat moss. 


The question was raised as to 
whether mushroom soil could be used 
for the source of organic material. 
Professor Musser pointed out that 
most mushroom soils contain about 
fifteen per cent organic material and 
eighty-five per cent mineral soils. 
These serve as excellent sources of 
temporary organic matter, but they 
are not nearly so permanent, or long- 
lasting as the peat or humus men- 
tioned earlier. 

The organic material can be in- 
corporated into the soil with a tiller, 
and at the same time any lime and 
fertilizer can be added. From twenty- 
five to fifty pounds of twenty-five per 
cent superphosphate should be ap-

plied to 1,000 square feet. It is desir- 
able to use a starter fertilizer, one 
having nitrogen and potash as well 
as phosphorus. This will start the 
grass growing at a better rate from 
the first. A good type might have 
these elements in the ratio of 1-1-1, 
such as a 10-10-10 or a 7-7-7 fer- 
tilizer. It is not worth while to add 
more than one pound of nitrogen at 
a time; thus, if a 10-10-10 type fer- 
tilizer is used, ten pounds of fertilize: 
should be applied to 1,000 square 
feet, while if a 7-7-7 type is used, 
fifteen pounds of fertilizer would be 
the amount. 

A good grass mixture for shaded 
areas would be composed of red 
fescue and Poa trivialis, and, for a 
more open area, Kentucky bluegrass 
should be added, concluded Professor 


Musser. 
Modern Planting Design. 


The morning session closed with 
a talk on “Planting Design Around 
Modern and Ranch-style Homes,” by 
John R. Bracken, professor of Land- 
scape Horticulture at Pennsylvania 
State College. He traced the changes 
in the types of planting plans for 
gardens and homes popular several 
years ago to the styles prevalent to- 
day. 

By showing plans and pictures 
of plantings he showed how plant 
masses were formerly the rule. Today 
the trend is for more simple lines 
and more open areas. These are 
achieved without materially reducing 
the quantity of plants. Rather, there 
is a change in the type of plants used. 
More ground covers and other lower 
plantings are now the rule. These are 
necessary, since the size and height 
of the modern home are different 
from those of a few years ago.

elm in size. Mr. Buckley described 
many more of the deciduous trees at 
be arboretum and then went on to 
describe some of the evergreens, both 
large and small. He concluded by 
talking about some of the more orna- 

mental shrubs. 
Dr. Tukey Guest Speaker. 

Guest speaker at the afternoon 
gssion was Dr. H. B. Tukey, head 
of the department of horticulture, 
Michigan State College, East Lan- 
sing. He was introduced by Spencer 
McConnell. Dr. Tukey’s talk was 
entitled “Horticulture in Science and 
Society.” 

Horticulture has three well de- 
fined phases or sides, he said. There 
is the scientific or biological side, the 
economic or business side and the art 
or home side. At the present time 
most activity is devoted to the scien- 
tific side of horticulture. But there is 
need for greater knowledge and more 
sesearch, said Dr. Tukey. The need 
is for more advanced information on 
new developments, such as a new 
variety, a new insecticide, like Vapa- 
tone or Parathion; a new fungicide, 
like Fermate or Actidione; a new 
method that saves labor, like con- 
trolled automatic watering, or gives 
improved quality or higher produc- 
tion. He mentioned the need for 
more plant breeding and spoke of 
the value of growth regulation and 
weed control, etc. 

The business side of horticulture 
involves the growing and selling of 
plants. According to Dr. Tukey, the 
future of the nursery business is 
coupled with the advance of civiliza- 
tion, for “refinement of civilization 
is marked by the transfer of articles 
from the class of occasional luxuries 
to the class of essentials. Eras of cul- 
ture, of refinement, of horticulture 
are identified with a high economic 
level, and today horticulture is hav- 
ing a real flowering.” 

The business side of horticulture 
also involves harvesting, grading, 
packing, handling, transportation, 
refrigeration, pricing and market- 
ing. It also involves morals, ethics, 
standards, trade practices and real 
moral fiber. 

The art or home side of horticul- 
ture is the phase which involves 
aesthetics, society, the finer things of 
life—lasting satisfaction. According 
to Dr. Tukey, many leaders in the 
agricultural industry and govern- 
ment fail to see that this phase is 
crying for attention at the moment. 
This side of horticulture is associated 
with the of sight, smell, taste

What the Consumer Expects, 


Sessions concluded that afternog, 
with a talk by J. F. Clarke, horticy) 
tural fieldman, agricultural and ho. 
ticultural societies, Ontario depan. 
ment of agriculture, Toronto, 
“What the Consumer Expects frp 
the Nurseryman.” The average cop. 
sumer detests substitution, misrep. 
resentation, a producer who retai, 
money when he has not the stock an 
later substitutes, and faulty shipping 
Mr. Clarke regarded a knowledge oj 
the climate to where the produc 
was being shipped and proper pact. 
aging as necessary components o 
good shipping practices. Shipping 
time is important. He suggested that 
the customer be notified if there was 
any doubt about the carry-ove 
qualities of an order before the orde 
was filled. The consumer would lik 
a list of accredited nurserymen t 
protect him from buying from th 
unscrupulous. 

Mr. Clarke continued his talk b 
stating that the consumer appre. 
ciates cultural information on gar- 
dening. He mentioned the value of 
color and said that the consumer 
likes catalogs illustrated in color 
There is a need for a good color film 
on the nursery industry which could 
be available for showing before var- 
ous organizations. Exhibitions show 
the value of nursery products in con- 
crete form, size and color and are ap- 
preciated by the consumer, but Mr 
Clarke believed they would be even 
more beneficial if talks on gardening 
might be broadcast over a loud- 
speaker at short intervals. 


Sessions opened Saturday with a 
talk on “Landscaping,” by E. ! 
Wood, Federal District Commission, 
Ottawa, in which he stressed the im- 
portance of scale in landscaping 
work. Today large-scale construc: 
tion is moving to the outskirts of the 
city, and, because the buildings are 
out of the crowded city, there is some 
land around them to be landscaped 
Large trees and shrubs are necessat) 
for these jobs. The question at pres 
ent is where to obtain such stock. It 
is often expensive and difficult to lo- 
cate and move large trees. Mr. Wood 
suggested the nurserymen conside! 
having more of such large-size stock 
available for which he predicted 3 
good market in the future. 
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His second point emphasized the 
need for small trees that grow fifteen 
w thirty feet high. He did not think 
that there were sufficient new intro- 
quctions of varieties in this group. 
He explained this need by pointing 
out that in 1900 houses were usually 
s.story structures. As the years have 
oassed, the style changed to 2-story 
houses and now to one-story struc- 
tures. So trees of smaller size are 
now necessary for landscaping and 
or street planting. Mr. Wood sug- 
sested for this purpose Japanese 
ilacs, hawthorns, Gennerl’s maple, 
Russian olive, nannyberry and blue 
beech. 

The next topic on the program, 
‘4 Horticultural Flight to Europe,” 
was a travelog by Dr. H. B. Tukey. 
He showed colored slides depicting 
the artistry of the Old World, and 
the way each locality has something 
native to the area. Slides showed the 
grape industry in Belgium, the straw- 
herry rows of France, Kew gardens 
in England and the apple orchards of 
Scotland. 


Group Insurance. 


In discussing “Group Insurance,” 
|. A. Whitmore, managing director, 
\llied Florists and Growers of Can- 
ada, Toronto, Ont., said that it was 
tied in with the labor problem. Pre- 
viously small companies were not 
able to take advantage of compre- 
hensive and economical group insur- 
ance plans. They were usually made 
available only to large groups of in- 
dustrial workers. Now smaller groups 
ae being given an opportunity to 
benefit from these services at a rea- 
sonable cost, and both employer and 
employee benefit. 

To an association considering 
group insurance Mr. Whitmore gave 
the following advice. The rate is not 
important as long as it is reasonably 
competitive. A national insurance 
company should handle the program. 
The insurance plan should give serv- 
ice. He warned against being led 
astray with rebates. He urged that 
payments be handled strictly and 
that claims be completed as quickly 
as possible. He mentioned that the 
older persons seem to want insurance 
more than younger ones. Mr. Whit- 
more advised approaching the matter 
o! group insurance slowly and care- 
fully and recommended a basic plan 
as economical as possible. He was of 
the opinion, too, that it should be a 
contributory plan in which the em- 
ployees share the cost of payments.

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a talk by Howard Culp, Vineland 
Station, Ont. He declared that the 
fruit grower is anxious to see develop 
a fine orchard, with trees that are 
uniformly vigorous and healthy and 
that come into early production. He 
wants to be able to buy well grown 
trees that are free of insects and dis- 
ease. He wants the trees he buys to 
be properly lifted and _ properly 
stored, and he wants care taken to 
prevent mixing of varieties. He hates 
replacements and the practice of 
substitution. Mr. Culp suggested that 
the grower be asked first if he were 
willing to accept a substitution when 
the desired tree was not available. A 
contemptible evil is that of substitut- 
ing and then changing the label to 
fit the order. 

Mr. Culp continued his talk by 
speaking on various subjects of con- 
cern to the fruit grower in his deal- 
ings with the nurseryman. He con- 
sidered the matter of imported nurs- 
ery stock. At present there is no in- 
dication on labels or in catalogs as 
to whether trees are Canadian-grown 
or whether they are imported from 
some other country. He suggested 
that imported stock be so designated. 
He also stated that the fruit grower 
would like to know if stock imported 
from the United States came from a 
certified nursery. It is important to 
know the original rootstock, particu- 
larly in certain fruits such as cherries 
and apples. For example, cherries 
grown on shallow or poorly drained 
soil will do better on Mazzard root- 
stocks, whereas those grown in deep 
soil do better on Mahaleb rootstocks. 
He suggested that the name of the 
rootstock be printed on the label just 
as prominently as the name of the 
variety itself. 

In discussing the matter of grades, 
Mr. Culp pointed out that there was 
no legal grading in Ontario. He ad- 


vocated instituting a system of 
grades that would be _ binding 
throughout Canada. Until this is 


accomplished the grower can do 
much about nursery stock that is not 
up to grade. 

Condition of nursery stock at the 
time of sale is an important factor to 
the grower because the speed with 
which the tree starts to grow and 
the amount of growth it makes the 
first year depend on the tree’s origi- 
nal condition. Drying out is a chief 
defect, while improper storage is an- 
other factor 

Mr. Culp was of the opinion that 
uniform terms of among all 
members of the industry might be 
advisable, and he believed that terms 
giving no replacements were the 


best.

Nursery stock certification and in- 
spection were also discussed. The 
weakness of certification might be 
that the wording of the certification 
form states that the varieties named 
are entirely true to name as they oc- 
cur in the nursery row. Mr. Culp also 
thought the wording of the certifi- 
cate of inspection was sometimes 
misleading. The certificate should 
give the fruit tree grower a measure 
of security in making a purchase. 


Concluding Speakers. 


R. W. Oliver, horticulturist, Cen- 
tral experimental farm, Ottawa, 
Ont., presented “A Survey of Varie- 
ties of Some Ornamental Plants.” 
The survey was made in an attempt 
to eliminate old, inferior varieties 
and to introduce only varieties that 
were superior under Canadian cli- 
matic conditions to those already on 
the market. A survey as to the merits 
of a few plants on the Canadian mar- 
ket was made from the catalogs of 
twelve of the largest nurseries. Then 
lists were prepared of time-tested, 
high-quality varieties suitable for the 
Canadian climate that could be ob- 
tained from Canadian nurseries. Mr. 
Oliver presented this list not as one 
that contained only the best and 
latest varieties, but as a measuring 
stick to quality for the guidance of

PLANT NOTES. 


[Continued from page 20.] 


in a constantly moist, rich soil that 
P. japonica does best. I have been 
told that under the latter conditions, 
especially if the soil is thoroughly en- 
riched with manure, it will grow six 
feet tall. 

An American species, P. palmata, 
which grows naturally in moist soil 
from Labrador to Alberta and 
southward to the northern tier of 
states, also deserves attention. It is 
an accommodating plant, apparently 
growing equally well in full sun or 
quite deep shade so long as its mois- 
ture needs are met. In northern 
Michigan it usually commences to 
bloom in April and continues until 
late May or early June, depending 
upon exposure to sunshine. The 
whitish to blush-colored fragrant 
flowers bloom on 9-inch stems. These 
are followed by deeply lobed orbicu- 
lar leaves, which may be two feet 
tall, though often less, and as much 
as two feet across. 

All the butterburs may be grown 
from seeds, preferably planted out- 
doors in autumn, and they are also 
easily reproduced by division. 

Restharrows. 


A Pennsylvania reader writes that 
he has grown and liked Ononis hir- 
cina and wonders if there is anything 
else in the genus that he should have. 
To answer that question and, I hope, 
interest others in a worthy group of 
plants, the following is submitted: 

All the species of ononis grown 
here that were hardy in our climate 
are desirable plants, not alone be- 
cause of their ease of culture (one 
exception, O. cenisia, to be noted 
later), but also on account of their 
summer-blooming habit. Most of 
them should also be welcomed by 
gardeners in this country because of 
their ability to thrive on but little 
moisture. Of the seventy or more 
species mentioned in the literature, 
occurring naturally from the Canary 
islands through the Mediterranean 
regions to northern Europe, not 
more than a dozen seem to be in 
commerce and none seems to be well 
known. The ones from the Ganary 
islands and some from southern Eu- 
rope, such as O. speciosa and O. 
aragonensis, were not hardy in trials 
here, and a few which will not be 
mentioned in this note were scarcely 
worth their space in the garden. The 
ones listed below, on the other hand, 
not only are worthy of attention, but 
they should be good property in the 
hands of the neighborhood grower- 
nurseryman. With the one exception 
noted, O. cenisia, the restharrows

The prize of the lot, according to 
my way of thinking, is O. cenisia. It 
is also the only one that may be 
called even fairly difficult to grow. 
Experience here shows that it cannot 
stand our longest dry spells without 
some attention, though an occasional 
soaking should carry it through any- 
thing in the way of drought that is 
likely to come to eastern states. 
Given good drainage, sunshine or 
light shade, and moisture enough to 
keep it from drying up, O. cenisia 
should keep growing for years, put- 
ting on an exhibition every summe 
which will be a revelation to its for- 
tunate owner. The foot-long, or per- 
haps shorter, stems are prostrate, 
clothed with small, typical legume 
foliage. Commencing in June, usu- 
ally by the middle of the month, 
through a month or more, usually 
more if dry weather does not over- 
take it, it decks itself out in a gar- 
ment of bright pink, pea flowers. 

The next in order of preference, 
in my estimation, is the plant our 
correspondent admired, O. hircina, 
from continental Europe. It is a 15 
to 20-inch plant of shrubby appear- 
ance, with the general earmarks of 
a restharrow and the characteristic 
pea flowers, this time with rose-pink 
wings and white keels. Its greatest 
value, it seems to me, is a long 
blooming period, commencing in 
May and continuing into August. 
The habit of so many restharrows 
of losing their lower leaves as sum- 
mer advances, probably from dry 
weather, is especially noticeable in 
this plant, though it does not greatly 
detract from its ultimate value. In 
fact, O. hircina is a good plant to 
group in dry, sunny borders, espe- 
cially if it is underplanted with an- 
nual alyssum or something similar. 

Three other kinds, O. fruticosa, 
O. rotundifolia and O. spinosa, may 
be taken together, as they differ 
more in height of plant than in 
other characteristics used in garden 
appraisal. They all have the appear- 
ance of shrubs, though all are herba- 
ceous here and make annual growth 
of one to two feet, depending upon 
variety, and produce their bright 
tose flowers (with whitish wings in 
fruticosa) in June and July. 

We have left of the generally 
available kinds two yellow-flowered 
species, O. columnae and O. natrix, 
neither of which is especially showy 
though useful to a degree when yel- 
low is wanted in late spring and 
early summer. The former blooms in 
May and June and the latter in June

top classification. It will grow to 
four or five feet in height and prob- 
ably six or seven feet across. It has 
a finer foliage than the dwarf Japa- 
nese yew. It fills up better and makes 
a salable plant more quickly. While 
it is a faster grower than the dwarf 
Japanese yew, it can be easily re- 
strained to a dwarf, compact form. 
In our region,. I would recommend 
it over the dwarf Japanese yew. 

One of the most characteristic flat- 
top forms we have in our collection 
came to us under the name of Taxus 
cuspidata prostrata, the prostrate 
Japanese yew, about three feet high 
and five to six feet across. A low- 
spreading type, it is considerably 
wider than high. It has a tendency 
to be somewhat loose and open, but 
it has good color. So far, it has been 
hardy with us. A little foliage burn 
occurred in our severest winter. 
Again, it is a male type and does not 
set fruit. 


Small Upright Types. 
In the next category are the small 
types, four to six feet in height. 


Since the A. A. N. convention, we 
have divided the slow-growing,

bushy forms into two categories 
upright and spreading. 

Taxus media kelseyi, the Kelsey 
Anglojap yew, has a lot of merit. It 
has been very hardy at Wooster and 
has shown no foliage burn whatso- 
ever. It is higher than broad, quite 
dense and compact, with dark green 
leaves. It is one of the darkest green 
vews. The growth rate is medium. 
Our plants were about twelve 
inches high when they were planted, 
and after eight years they measure 
about five feet. The Kelsey Anglojap 
vew is supposedly a heavy-fruiting 
form. The plants in our collection 
have not fruited so heavily as many 
others I have seen. 

Taxus baccata aurescens, the 
aurescens English yew, is mentioned 
hastily because I am quite sure it 
will not be hardy in the north. The 
foliage burns severely in cold win- 
ters. It is probably the best of the 
vellow-foliage types. 

The next variety you might not 
classify as a yellow-foliage form, but 
it is on our list as Taxus cuspidata 
aurescens, the goldtip Japanese yew. 
Perhaps its final classification will 
be changed to spreading rather than 
upright. The color, as far as our ex- 
perience is concerned, is limited 


mainly to the young foliage. By the 
middle of the summer it is light 
green, and by autumn it is practical- 
ly normal green. It is more hardy 
than the yellow-foliage English vew,

but I would say the plant is not so 
satisfactory. 

Taxus cuspidata ovata, the ovata 
Japanese yew, came to us from a 
nurseryman in the east and was de- 
scribed as a relatively narrow, up- 
right type. It has not developed into 
a narrow, upright type in our col- 
lection. It is broad and bushy and 
upright, and consequently we have 
changed its classifi¢ation. The 
branches are pretty nearly vertical, 
and have dark green leaves, and the 
variety shows rather slow growth. 
The plant is secondary to the Kelsey 
yew, but may have possibilities. It is 
not so hardy as the Kelsey yew. 

Taxus media wellesleyana, the 
Wellesley Anglojap yew, is an up- 
right form. While it has been recom- 
mended highly in the east by several 
landscape gardeners and nursery- 
men, it is not so satisfactory as the 
Kelsey yew in our plantation. It is 
relatively compact, but does not fill 
up as well at the base. It is a male 
form and is not quite so hardy as

the yews in this category, and I 
would consider it one of the very 
best yews regardless of size and 
shape. Relatively slow-growing, 
bushy and somewhat spreading, it is 
a broad, columnar form, with rather 
short, dark green leaves. It fills up 
well. The Brown Anglojap yew can 
be pruned easily into a globose form. 
It can be grown as a hedge plant. In 
our gardens at the university is a 
hedge of Brown yew that is being 
maintained at about six to eight 
inches in height and about a foot 
wide. It is also one of the best yews 
for larger hedges. I would also rec- 
ommend it highly for foundation 
and general border planting. It has 
been hardy with us. It does not set 
fruit. 

Taxus media cliftoni, the Clifton 
Anglojap yew, is a wide-spreading 
form that came to us from a nursery 
in New Jersey. It is a very dark 
green, a little irregular and open in 
its habit of growth, but it has an in- 
teresting foliage habit. The first 
leaves that are produced at the start 
of the growing season are short and 
rounded. The leaves that are pro- 
duced during mid and late summer 
are much longer. 

Taxus media henryi, the Henry 
Anglojap yew, is a type that has 
been highly recommended in the 
east. Our plants are too small to 
make any comment about them. 

Taxus media nigra, the nigra An- 
glojap yew, has dark foliage and is 
slow-growing, bushy and compact in 
its habit of growth. It is a little 
broader than high. Unfortunately, it

in Ohio is Taxus hunnewelliana, the 
Hunnewell yew. It is a rapid grower 
and fills well at the top, but our 
plants have not filled out well at the 
base. Others I have seen elsewhere 
show the same characteristic. I 
would suggest that the Hunnewell 
yew be used in partial shade. 

Taxus media andersoni, the An- 
derson Anglojap yew, is probably 
the most rapid-growing yew. It is a 
bushy, broad, spreading form. I 
would say that this is the Pfitzer 
juniper of the taxus. I think it grows 
too open to make it a good land- 
scape plant. 

In some sections two types are 
grown, the Anderson and_ the 
Thayer. So far as I have been able 
to observe, there is no difference be- 
tween the two. The habit of growth 
and growth rate are approximately 
the same. 

Taxus media densiformis, the 
dense Anglojap yew, is recommend- 
ed highly in the east. Our plants are 
not of sufficient size to judge.

irregular. I do not think it is as good 
as the spreading Hatfield yew, but it 
is fairly satisfactory. It has been rec- 
ommended for hedge planting and is 
fairly good for that purpose. 

Taxus media wymani, the Wyman 
Anglojap yew, is another type rec- 
ommended in the east. We have only 
small plants in our plantation. 

Narrow Upright Types. 

In the narrow, upright category 
the first type I want to mention is 
Taxus cuspidata fastigiata. Do not 
confuse this with the upright Japa- 
nese yew, Taxus cuspidata capitata. 
The former is more compact, denser 
and not so broad and certainly devel- 
ops into a much better plant than 
Taxus cuspidata capitata. An excel- 
lent form, Taxus cuspidata fastigi- 
ata, came to us from the Andorra 
Nurseries, Philadelphia. It fruits 
heavily. I think it is one of the most 
promising of the upright types. 

Another good one is Taxus cuspi- 
data erecta, that came to us from 
the Cole Nursery Co., Painesville, 
O. It grows much like the preceding, 
but it is darker green. It is dense 
and compact, but does not have the 
tendency of developing a central

name of Taxus cuspidata stovekeni., 
the Stoveken Japanese yew. It is 
broad and columnar, with dark 
leaves. It is dense and compact. In 
some respects it grows like the Hicks 
vew, although it is fuller at the top. 


It does not set fruit, however. I think 
it is an excellent form 
I have a black and white picture 


in my collection at Ohio State Uni- 
versity of the original Hicks vew 
that was taken some years ago: it 
shows a plant seven or eight feet 
high, broad at the base and narrow- 
ing very definitely at the top. The 
Hicks yew has dark green, whorled 
needles. This variety can be grown 
with a single leader or rounded off 
at the top to make a globose form. 
The Hicks yew is hardy. It is cer- 
tainly one of the most common and 
popular types in the trade. It does 
have the tendency to pull apart in 
heavy snow and ice and gets a little 
loose and leggy with age, unless con- 
siderable pruning is done. Personal- 
ly, from our observation so far, | 
think Taxus cuspidata erecta and 
Taxus cuspidata fastigiata are bet- 
er than the Hicks yew. 

Taxus baccata fastigiata, the Irish 
English yew, would not be hardy in 
Minnesota. It is narrow and upright, 
with dark green, whorled leaves. 

Taxus baccata compacta, compact 
English yew, grows much the same 
as the preceding, a little broader at 
the top, and has dark green foliage. 
Again, it would be tender. 

Another form we are watching 
with some interest is Taxus cuspi- 
data robusta, robust Japanese yew. 
It is quite narrow and upright and 
has a tendency to develop vigorous 
side shoots. It has a good dark green 
color. Its growth rate is about me- 
dium. It sets some fruit, and so far 
it has been hardy with us. 

Taxus media mooni, the Moon 
Anglojap yew, is recommended in 
the east as a satisfactory narrow, up- 
right form. We have not had suffi- 
cient experience so far to judge it 


Medium and Large Types. 


In the medium type, six to ten 
feet in size, broad and pyramidal, 
the only one listed here is Taxus 
media hatfieldi, the Hatfield Anglo- 
jap yew. There is much variation in 
the Hatfield yews that are grown 
around the country. This variation 
is caused by the fact Mr. Hatfield, 
in Massachusetts, grew many seed- 
ling yews. Some of them reached the 
trade as the Hatfield yew, and some 
of them were introduced under num- 
ber. The true form of Hatfield yew, 
so far as I have been able to find, is 
a broad, pyramidal type. It has dark

green leaves, which are inclined to 
be whorled. It is medium in growth 
rate. The only criticism is that it is 
slightly tender. Few nurserymen in 
Ohio have had any trouble with it, 
but it is my understanding that dur- 
ing the winter of 1948, in Illinois and 
Wisconsin, it was quite badly dam- 
aged. I would certainly rate it as one 
of the best yews in our region. 

In the large type is recommended 
Taxus cuspidata capitata, the com- 
mon upright Japanese yew. It has 
wide-spreading branches and is a 
little loose in its habit of growth. 
Our plants have had no pruning for 
eight or nine growing seasons. Start- 
ing as 18 to 24-inch plants, they are 
now better than six feet. 

We have two plantings of Taxus 
cuspidata columnaris, .the column 
(Adams) Japanese yew. This type 
has been a surprise, since it came to 
us as a plant of dense, compact, 
narrow, upright growth habit. Cer- 
tainly that has not been typical of 
the plants in our plantation. Our 
plants have been broad, bushy, loose 
and open. The habit of growth re- 
sembles that of the capitata form of 
Japanese yew. It is one of the most 


rapid-growing yews in our collec- 
tion. Heavy pruning will be neces- 
sary to keep it in shape. 

If I were to pick eight of the best 
yews, based on our experience and 
observation, 


they would be Taxus

In propagating vews, it is neces- 
sary to grow selected forms vegeta- 
tively and not from seeds, because 
they will not come true to type from 
seeds. With few exceptions, I would 
say that taxus should be grown from 
cuttings, since they root readily. 

Cuttings can be handled in a num- 
her of ways. They can be taken from 
the middle of March to the middle 
of April and handled in hotbeds. 
Second, they can be taken about 
mid-August and handled in hotbeds 
or coldframes. Most of them will not 
root that fall, but will root well in 
early spring. They can be carried 
over winter in the frames with some 
protection, usually double sash, or 
maybe straw over the sash. It is well 
to bank up soil around the frames. 

The third way is to take cuttings 
any time from December to the mid- 
dle of February and handle them in 
a greenhouse. All of these methods 
have proved satisfactory. The root- 
ing percentage ought to run from 
eighty to 100 per cent. Most varie-

You can use bank 
sand, silica sand, vermiculite or a 
combination of peat moss and sand. 


Growing On. 


There are differences of opinion 
and variations in the practices fol- 
lowed in growing on taxus. From 
our experience I would recommend 
the following procedure: First, pot 
them in bands as soon as they are 
rooted or by early spring following 
rooting. About June 1 they can be 
moved out to beds under lath or in a 
lath house. Grow them under lath 
for two years before thev are lined 
out in the field. 

Some nurservmen vary this prac- 
tice. Some of them do not pot. They 
take the plants directly from the 
rooting medium and plant them out 
in beds, under lath shade or in a 
lath house. From our experience I 
think that potting pays. It develops 
the plants a little faster. Some nurs- 
erymen grow them three years un- 
der lath before planting in the field. 
Others move them out in two years. 
If they are potted in plant bands, 
then I think two years under lath is 
sufficient. If they are moved out to 
the lath house without potting, I 
would say three years under lath 
would be advisable. 

As far as field planting is con- 
cerned, about the only point that I 
need to mention is that they be 
grown in a well drained soil. It does 
not make much difference whether 
the soil is sandy or heavy, provided 
it is well drained. Furthermore, the 
soil reaction does not seem to make 
any difference. In the northern part 
of Ohio, where the soil may be very 
acid, or in the southwestern part of 
the state, where the pH may be up 
to 7.5 or higher, they grow equally 
well. They should have a reasonable

think some of the nurserymen over- 
cultivate taxus. Taxus plants are 
shallow-rooted, and I am sure the 
practices followed by some nursery- 
men damage the roots. 

As the young plants are develop- 
ing they will require some pruning 
to shape them properly. The spread- 
ing forms particularly will need at- 
tention. Keep the top branches cut 
back within the spread of the lower 
ones. The spreading Japanese yew, 
particularly, has a tendency to grow 
so that the top branches spread be- 
yond the lower branches. When that 
habit is allowed to develop, there is 
danger of shading out the lower 
branches. A little thinning may be 
done with some of the more compact 
types, not to the extent of destroy- 
ing the shape of the plant, but to let 
more sun and light into the plant. 
Better plants will result than if they 
are sheared closely. 


Insect Pests. 


Three insect pests give some con- 
cern. The most serious pest is the 
taxus mealy bug. It is particularly 
prevalent on the dense, compact 
forms. They are found primarily in 
the axils of the main branches. The 
young appear about the latter part 
of May. By the latter part of June,
